6. It is essential that only the "Jot Taps" and the "Aeroplane Sway" should be danced 
during the measures indicated for them. 
Ail unnecessary contortions of 'the body should be avoided.

9. To insuri the standardization of .the dance, it should be taught without any deviation 
from the directions. 

The dance is executed in Waifs Position and consists of TWO "SLOW STEPS" to the first 
measure danced, counting two beats to each step; and FOUR "FAST STEPS" to the next Measure
